EXPLANATION 


And Legal Opinion by District 
Attorney William Cain in 
Reference to the Last 
Grand Jury Report. 


To the Hon. Board of County Com- 
missioners of Washoe County, Ne- 
vada : 

In obedience with your request to 
advise you upon the several mattees 
alleged and set forth in the report of 
the last grand jury, I have carefully 
examined the same, and herewith pre- 
sent the result of my investigations: 

I know of no statute requiring the 
Judge of a Court to order read, and to 
sign the minutes of each days proceed- 
ings. Many Courts pursue this prac- 
tice yet. I am also aware that others 
do not, and only sign them at the end 
of aterm and perhaps not so often. 
But this matter concerns the legal pro- 
fessions more than you, and as many 
eminent attorneys from all parts of the 
Pacific states practice here with full 
knowlede of the custom of our Court; 
the correction thereof lies in their 


hands. 
In regard to the alleged difference 


of allowance of expenses to witnesses 
from out of this county, I state that 
in the La Point case the grand jury 
have not duly informed themselves ef 
the facts as they appear upon the face 
of the orders, the witnesses did not at- 
tend the same number of days. Mc- 
Coy attended only 3 days, had a pass 
from Virginia city to Reno and back, 
andonly claimed 3 days board and 

John Freeman attended seven days, 
had nopass. Fare, board and lodgings 
for seven days, $27. 

James Walruth, 3 days attendance 
and fare from Virginia city to Reno 
and back, $16. 

The Court and myself are careful to 


allow only the actual necessary ex- 
penses of witnesses. 

McWorthy was subpcenaed in Oak- 
land, Cal. as follews: A subpcena in- 
forming him of the time of trial, was 
mailed to him, he admitted service, re- 
turned the subpoena thus accepted to 
Reno, and appeared here as a witness 
at the proper time. 

The itimizing of the expenses of 

witnesses is not the reason why we did 
not pay as large a sum of meney to 
witnesses in the second trial of Rover 
as iu the first, the true reason is as 
follows: 
At the end of the first trial of Rover 
Hon. 8. 8. Grass, Deputy District At- 
torney of Humboldt county, Nevada, 
requested the payment of witnesses on 
the part of the State from Humboldt 
county. Some had come from Win- 
nemucca, some further away from 
there. Railroad fare both ways was 
$25 50, to Unionville of course some 
more. Time occupied in trave] and 
attendance, from 6 to 8 days. The 
affidavits on file fully set forth these 
expenses. Anallowance was made of 
$50 to each witness, the Hon. 8. 8. 
Grass considered this amount just 
and reasonable. 

At the first meeting ofour Board of 
County Commissioners after the first 
trial of Rover, we telegraphed to Hon. 
Geo. Herding, the District Attorney 
of Humboldt county, what steps had 
been taken to repay us our money laid 
on their behalf; he gave an answer to 
the effect that he knew nothing about 
the matter, nor what his county 
would do. 

Ot course, on receipt of this answer, 
we were not very anxious to expend 
any more movey for Humboldt county 
on the second trial of the Rover case 
than absolutely necessary. The sec- 
ond trial lasted seven days, the same 
witnesses were in attendance, railroad 
fare was the same, and time occupied 
in travel and attendance from nine to 
ten days, They again demanded their 
expenses of travel and attendance, but 
for the aforesaid reason the Court only 
allowed them $25 50 for railroad fare 
and $12 for board and lodging during 
all this time—being in each case some 
$10 or $12 less.than their actual ex- 

nses, and thus, to the disgrace of 
Humboldt county for not making suit- 
able provisions, the witnesses had to 
get home as best they could. 

The Court and myself were greatly 
importuned to make them an extra al- 
lowance, but refused to do so. Nor 
does the law require an affidavit of 
witnesses setting forth the items of ex- 
penses when they are in attendance on 
a trial. An order of Court on the 
minutes, allowing a certain sum, and 
the presentation to the Treasurer of a 
certified copy of this order is all that 
is necessary. Of course this would be 
attended with Clerk fees, hence the 
itemized affidavits, as in other cases. 
(I vol. comp. laws, art. 1269.) 

I do not think the Court erred in 
allowing counsel fees exceeding $50 
in the defense of Rover. Upon an affi- 
davit of M. S. Boanifield that he had 
been duly appointed by the District 
Court of Humboldt county as an at 
fer Rover, had followed the 
case from there to Washoe county, he 


was entitled to a larger com tion.

The Deputy Dj 
trict Attorney and former District At- 
torney of Humboldt county were here 
trying the case in our Court and cogni- 
zant of these allowances, but failed in 
any manner to disapprove thereof. 
Had I iastructed our urer not to 
y these orders, he would have ren- 
ered himself liable of contempt, been 
fined, perhaps imprisoned, and an ex- 
tra expense incurred of, perhaps, sev- 
eral hundred dollars, which Humboldt 
would have rejected—we having in- 
curred them without the authority of 
the District Attorney of that county 


et it here. 

n regard to the policy of appoint- 
ing attorneys that have no other prac- 
tice or experiénce, te defend a person 
accused of a crime whereby his life is 
in jeopardy, this is a matter that must 
be left to the Court and public opinion 
of what is just and honorable in such 


ass. 

The grand jury complain of the 
charges for traveling expenses of the 
District Attorney, in attending to the 
county’s business in distant places. 
In no case has such acharge been 
made where there has been a convic- 
tion and fees been recovered hy me. 
Ten doliars to Rye Patch is error. 
The charge is for conviction of Clifford, 
a Rye Patch vagrant, 410. For two 
trips to Verdi, $9, is as follows: On 
a — afternoon, in May, 1877, I 
received a dispatch from the Justice 
at Verdi, to come at once and look 
into the case of some parties he had 
arrested for violating the fish law. 
This is my duty. (Statute of Nevada, 
1877, p. 140.) I went up on the 3 
o'clock r. u. train, remained all aight 
and got home next day. I charged 
the county $4. Their cases were set 
for trial Tuesday. On that day I had 
a criminal case in the Justice Court at 
Reno. That no delay might be had 
at Verdi, causing expense to the coun- 
ty, [sent Chas. Queen, a young tal- 
ented lawyer, and at present secretary 
of the Workingmen’s party, to attend 
at Verdi in my place. I paid him $ 
for his expenses, and he tried the case 
and returned next day, and I charged 
the county, $9 for these two trips. 

The $80, allowed for “expenses of 
Cain,” are as follows: The Board of 
Commissioners, at their regular meet- 
ing, requested mo to goto Winne- 
mucca aud try to obtain a settlement 
of our claims against Humboldt. Of 
course I consented. Fifty dollars 
were given me to pay expenses of 
travel. I was gone several days, 
Thereafter suit was ordered against 
that county, and I was again furnished 
with thirty dollars, Twenty dollars 
of this was paid to the County Clerk 
of Ormsby and ten for my expenses 
and travel two days. This acceunts 
for the $80. I know not how the en- 
tries were made; the money was paid 
to me and I had no claims to present. 
A county is chargeable, in the absence 
of provisions for specific compensation 
with the moneys necessarily expended 
by any county officer in executing the 
duties of his office, for the purpose of 
preserving peace and order, securing 
the observance of the laws and pro- 
moting the general welfare. (People 
vs, Supervisors N. X., 32 N. V., 478.) 

In December, 1876, the Board 
placed in my hands for for collection 
all the delinquent taxes of 1873-5-6. 
In April, 1877, I filed my report and 
Treasurer's receipts of all moneys then 
collected thereon by me, and of all 
judgments recovered by the county 
against delinquents still unpaid. (I. 
vol. comp. laws, art. 2943.) 

On the 1st day of January, 1878, I 
filed my final report and Treasurer's 
receipts, and stated in said report that 
I had then collected all the delinquent 
taxes for those three years except $81, 
for which the county holds judg- 
ments. The names of these parties 
are on this report. Any information 
justifying the issuing of dn execution 
thereon will be thankfully received. 


In December, 1877, the delinquent 
list of 1877 was placed in my hands. 
The law requires that on the first Mon- 
day in May, aod every three months 
thereafter, I ‘shall file my — of all 
moneys received in my official capa- 
city, and pay the same to the Treas- 
urer. 

Having collected some $350 in the 
months of January, February and 
March, I paid the same to the Treas- 
urer and made my report to the Board 
and County Auditor. During the 
first part of April I received the taxes 
uf the Con. Poe Mining Co., and sev- 
eral others, amounting, perhaps, to 
$250 more, for which I gave my re- 
ceipts. Sceveral parties, not wishing 
to be sued, paid me part of their taxes, 
which I simply usted on the margin 
of the delinquent list, giving no re- 
ceipt until fully paid. The total 
amount of taxes of $1877 placed in 
my hands is about $1,000, and I have 
every reason to believe, and so stated 
in my report on file, that, in my opin- 
ion, all the delinquent taxes, ex 
from $30 to $50, would be collected 
during the — 7 N. May, and — 
the tax this county requi 
not ta * near and that — * — 
would be uncollectable. 


The Auditor has charged me with a 
certain amount of delinquent taxes. 
His account agrees with mine, and to

caused him to be boarded by Harry 
Noyes for fifteen days at one dollar a 
day. I thus avoided the expenses of 
Court and Constable. I admit the 
bill ought to have been Washoe 
county to H. Noyes debtor. I believe 
young Noyes made it out, and I did 
not observe the heading very closely. 
I knew the amount was coreect. 


The County Commissioners had 
duly authorized me to employ General 
Kittrell to assist me in the prosecu- 
tion of Kelly and La Point. They 
were satisfied with his terms. I made 
affidavit what those terms were, and 
that the amount stated was correct. 
I see no error in this. 


In ard to the charges made 
against the Sheriff, I simply state that 
your Honorable Board has spent three 
days ou a former occasion investigating 
his bills; that he and his deputies 
from Wadsworth and Washoe were 
in attendance with the memorandums, 
and you then expressed yourself satis- 
fied with the charges on his bills. 
New charges are made against him, 
and also nuwerous delinquencies are 
charged against the County Clerk. 
With these things I shall not at pres- 
ent take up any time, but leave them 
for your Consideration at the proper 
time and place. 


You ask me what can we do in the 
matter of re-examining the bills of 
these officers that have been duly pre- 
sented, allowed, audited aod paid? 
The question is easier asked than 
answered. In order to do so we must 
first ascertain whut powers, duties and 
authorities devolve upon a board of 
County Commissioners, and the results 
and consequences of their actiou.
